


City OKs 
deal with 
railway 

Land needed to 
widen Crowther

North County News 

The city will be able to en¬ 
croach on property owned by 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway Co. to widen 
Crowther Avenue. 

The agreement approved by 
City Council members Tuesday 
gives the city the right to con¬ 
struct drainage structures un¬ 
der the railroad tracks and to 
grade property along 
Crowther. 

“Now that we have the right 
we can proceed with the pro¬ 
ject," City Administrator Bob 
D’Amato said. 

At the Sept. 15 meeting, coun¬ 
cil members approved widen¬ 
ing Crowther from Placentia 
Avenue to Kraemer Boulevard. 

The road has potholes and 
lacks curbs and gutters. R.J. 
Noble Co. will widen, repave 
and restripe the road and in¬ 
stall curbs and gutters. 

The project will cost $472,000. 

The city received $174,000 in 
state funds from the Arterial 
Highway Financing Program. 
Anaheim will spend $28,189 for 
its portion of the street. 

Construction will begin Nov. 

1 and should be finished by the 
beginning of next year. 

The widening will improve 
traffic flow and drainage. 

In other action, council mem¬ 
bers: 

■ Approved the second read¬ 
ing of a law that prevents resi¬ 
dents and businesses from be¬ 
ing fined $25 for false alarms 
triggered by power outages or

Key to 

local 

history 

Citrus ranch 
gives glimpse 
of city’s past

North County News 

V isitors to the George 
Key Ranch might not 
notice the improve¬ 
ments that have been made to 
make the building safe during 
an earthquake or many of the 
other improvements made to 
preserve the historic site. 

But the renovations will en¬ 
sure that the historic citrus 
ranch is around for future gen¬ 
erations. 

The county’s Department of 
Harbors, Beaches and Parks 
has been working on restoring 
the site since May of 1990 The 
ranch is considered one of the 
important historic agricultural 
sites in the county. 

‘‘It’s the county's obligation 
to not let it deteriorate," stud 
Scott Thomas, project manag¬ 
er of Harbors, Beaches and 
Parks. 

"It's like walking back in 
time," he said. 

In 1980, the county bought 
the ranch from George G. Key 
who'sold it under the condition 
it would be preserved. Key 
lived on the ranch until his 
death in 1988. 

Key believed the county’s 
agricultural history was im¬ 
portant to preserve. He could 
see rural areas of the county 
were quickly being developed 
and he wanted children to see 
what life used to be like, said 


Michael Miniaci, park ranger. 

The two-story ranch home 
was built in 1908. Ten years 
later, the home remodeled and 
still looks much the same. 

Through the years, the 
house’s foundation cracked 
making it a safety hazard. The 
foundation was repaired with

put on the front lawn. At the 
base of the flagpole are 
plaques from the city and 
county designating the ranch 
as a historic site. 

Almost everything on the 
site has been preserved, said 
Minachi.

Police on Monday called out the 
Anaheim Police helicopter and a 
police dog to search for a burglary 
suspect believed hiding in a auto 
dismantling yard but no one was 
found.

Smith: Parents should be accountable

Raymond Smith believes the 
parents of juvenile offenders 
should be held accountable for 
their children. 

Smith, 39, president of Gardena 
Physicians Hospital, said if a juve¬ 
nile commits a crime, a judge 
should order the parents to cover 
all financial costs and make them 
do community work such as graffi¬ 
ti removal. Parents need to moni¬ 
tor their children, he said. 

“Doubling the police force 
doesn't take care of the problem," 
Smith said. “I think it’s only when 
we start making these parents take 
responsibility of their children 
(that they will) start watching 
them." 

Smith is running on a platform 
with his wife, Linda Smith, and 
candidate Edward Nodler. Smith 
also believes no candidate should 
serve on council more than two 
terms. 



Editor's note: This is the fourth in a 
series of profiles of the candidates for 
Placentia City Council in the Nov. 3 
election. This week, Raymond Smith. 
Mike Stehly and John Tynes are 
profiled. 


He also believes Placentia resi¬ 
dents are shopping in other cities 
because the city’s businesses don’t 
satisfy all their needs, he said. The 
city must determine what services 
are needed when seeking new busi¬ 
ness. 

"I think there’re no incentives 
for the citizens of Placentia to buy 
in Placentia,” Smith said. 

Senior citizens are an important 
resource that could benefit every¬ 
one, he said. He suggests enlisting 


them to help with clerical duties at 
the police department. 

He also believes seniors could 
benefit children and families 
where both parents work. He 
would like to form a child-care cen¬ 
ter run by grandparents. 

"I’m totally against people retir¬ 
ing when they turn 65," he said. 

As a local representative, Smith 
said wants to expedite the tax re¬ 
turn process for cities. He believes 
local revenues should go directly to 
the local level before going to Sac¬ 
ramento. 

He supports low-density housing, 
which he said helps to maintain a 
better quality of life and results in 
higher property values. When 
property values remain high, the 
city has a better tax base. 

Smith doesn’t believe in raising 
taxes until all forms of cost con¬ 
tainment have been exhausted, he 
said. 

If the need arises, he proposes 
budget cuts on non-essential city 
services. 


Stehly: Operate city like a business

Mike Stehly believes city govern¬ 
ment should be run like a business. 
And he believes his business expe¬ 
rience can “rectify the city’s bud¬ 
get woes." 

"We need to move. We can't af¬ 
ford to wait around," Stehly said. 

Stehly, a 28-year-old auditor for 
Taco Bell, said the city needs to 
give tax incentives to auto dealer¬ 
ships since 1 percent of sales tax 
revenue goes to Placentia. Car 
dealerships make large sales in a 
short period of time, which could 
amount to a lot of money annually, 
he said. 

"We need to support the existing 
tax base. If a business goes belly 


up it can cost the city as much as it 
made," Stely said. “I’m a fiscal 
conservative and will never vote to 
raise taxes or increase fees for the 
city’s services." 

He also believes the city needs to 
expedite current development to 
beef up property tax revenues. 

He said all city employees should 
forego raises during a budget cri¬ 
sis to avoid layoffs if the financial 
crisis worsens. 

When city officials agree to mul¬ 
tiyear contracts with city employ¬ 
ees, they need to use foresight to 
protect the city from unexpected 
expenditures. 

Furthermore, council members 
shouldn’t receive health and medi 
cal benefits in addition to their $180 


monthly stipends, he said. 

“No wonder everyone wants to 
stay in office for 10 years,” Stehly 
said. 

He also supports terms limits. 
He believes incumbents develop 
important contacts and accumu¬ 
late loyal supporters, which reduce 
the chances for anyone new to get 
elected. 

"It makes it very difficult for a 
person to run against a machine 
like that,” Stehly said. 

He said more money should be 
spent on graffiti removal because 
graffiti affects property values. 

"If values go down, revenues to 
the city go down,” Stehly said. 

Stehly graduated from Universi¬ 
ty of San Diego and earned a mas¬ 
ters of business administration 


Tynes: Experience is what counts

When talking about his qualifica¬ 
tions, Mayor John Tynes cites his 
nearly 50 years of involvement in 
civic affairs. 

After four terms on council, 
Tynes takes pride in helping to es¬ 
tablish the city’s 13 parks. 

"I’ve helped to get just about ev¬ 
ery park in the city including 
Kraemer Park," he said. 

Tynes, 75, believes his influence 
has lead the city in a fiscally re¬ 
sponsible direction. He attributes 
that to his eight years of experi¬ 
ence dealing with budgets as Pla¬ 
centia Yorba Linda Unified School 
District superintendent. 

“We should live within our 
means," he said. "My goal is to 
keep the city afloat, keep services

intact and educate our youth.” 

Among some of his other priori¬ 
ties are maintaining police, fire 
and paramedic services and street 
and property maintenance. If the 
city can’t sustain those services, 
then other services should be cut, 
he said. 

Tynes said gang activity is a 
problem Placentia can’t solve by 
itself. With the proliferation of 
gangs in surrounding cities, the 
problem naturally spills over into 


the city, he said. The police are 
working on that, he said. 

Tynes opposes term limits. He 
believes if a council member is do¬ 
ing a good job he should be allowed 
to continue. 

"I don’t think I’m God’s gift to 
Placentia but I enjoy what I do and 
I’d like to serve,” Tynes said. 

Tynes Elementary School was 
named in honor of him after he 
created several programs for the 
developmental^ disabled chil¬ 
dren. 

Tynes, a resident since 1944, was 
Placentia Recreation Department 
director and Heritage Committee 
chairman. He was a member of the 
Park Bond Committee, the Yorba 
Linda Lions Club, North Orange 
County Regional Occupation Pro¬ 
gram Board and the Placentia 
Chamber of Commerce.

And he encourages city employ¬ 
ees to live in Placentia because he 
believes those who live in the city 
will be more devoted than those 
who live elsewhere. 

He holds a bachelors degree in 
nursing from University of Nevada 
and a masters in health care ad¬ 
ministration from Ball State Uni¬ 
versity in Indiana.

low-key 

Business climate, 
budget are focus

Solving the city’s budget crisis 
and attracting new businesses to 
the city were the main issues of 
discussion by City Council candi¬ 
dates at a forum Oct. 15 at Backs 
Community Building. 

The forum, sponsored by the 
Placentia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the League of Women 
Voters, gave candidates the op¬ 
portunity to present their views 
to the public. 

Twelve candidates are vying 
for three, four-year terms. The 
incumbents are Maria Moreno, 
Art Newton and John Tynes. 
Challenging them are Michael 
Stehly, Betty Mead, Gary Hill, 
Michael Maertzweiler, Adrienne 
Edmondson and Howard Kay, 
Raymond Smith, Linda Smith 
and Edward Nodler. Linda Smith 
was the only candidate not to at¬ 
tend. 

The forum drew little emotion 
except for two instances when an 
audience member shouted "they 
got raises” in response to Mayor 
Tynes’ comment regarding cut¬ 
ting back and conservative 
spending. City Council members 
recently approved raises for po¬ 
lice and city employees, which 
ranged from 3.7 percent to 4.5 
percent. The raises were part of 
the employees' multi-year con¬ 
tract. 

Stehly said the budget has in¬ 
creased more than 10 percent 
during the last two years, while 
city revenues continue to de¬ 
cline. 

“I think we need to have some 
fiscal conservatism in the city 
budget,” he said. 

Stehly said the city should try 
to attract luxury-car dealerships 
to generate revenue. A car deal¬ 
ership could generate as much as 
$100,000 to $200,000 in additional 
revenue, he said. He said the va¬ 
cant Fairway Volkswagen is the 
perfect location. 

And Stehly said he wants to re¬ 
scind the Utility Users Tax by 
slowly phasing it out over a few 
years. The drain on revenue 
could be offset by the $1.8 million 
utility reserve fund. 

Newton said the city’s finances 
are in excellent condition com¬ 
pared to cities of similar size. 

"Budgets have been kept pru¬ 
dent but responsive to local 
needs. We have develeloped our 
local tax base into a stable bal¬ 
ance among residential, com- 
merical and industrial sources of

Thomas favors a variable tuition 
system. For example, tuition for a 
vocational class that's subsidized 
by a business would be lower than 
one in management that's not con¬ 
nected with any business. 

He also favors allowing students 
to work at the campus in such ar¬ 
eas as maintenance and grounds- 
keeping for part of tuition. 

He also would increase class 
sizes and cut classes with low at¬ 
tendance. But he would retain 
teachers whenever possible and 
cut support positions.

A matter of perspective 

Leaders urge women to get involved in politics 


District officials 
cry foul over flier 

Candidate’s campaign mailer 
brings calls from residents

Downey said she takes her job 
seriously hut tries to not take her¬ 
self too seriously. "There are a lot 
of sleepless nights because you 
want to do the right thing. I know it 
(what she does) will affect a lot of 


people in my community,” she 
said. 

Blamer said before she proved 
herself, fellow councilmen did one 
of two things: patronized her or 
ignored her. 

"Quite frankly, I never really no¬ 
ticed a difference between men 
and women until 1 came into the 
political arena," Blamer said 

The idea to enter politics might 
have entered their minds when 
each was a young girl McClana- 
han's father was a mayor, as was 
Downey’s mother.

income," Newton said 
Although Mead didn't cite specif¬ 
ic solutions to the budget, she ex¬ 
pressed a concern with the high 
cost of local government, 

"We the taxpayers of Placentia 
are handing City Hall $26 million 
this one year to operate this little 
seven-square mile city. It is surely 
the time to better economize and to 
cut taxes," Mead said "The pre¬ 
sent-day economic situation pleads 
for it.” 

Several candidates expressed 
the need to retain the existing 
small businesses by tax incentives. 

"We need to focus on local busi¬ 
nesses before they leave our city," 
Moreno said. 


Candidates were asked how they 
could trim fat at City Hall. Kay 
said the city spends $120,000 annu¬ 
ally heating and cooling city hall. 
Those costs should be reduced.

(Its goal) is to create a 
sense of partnership with residents 
and business people to ensure that 
the process of government is open 
and deliberative and will create 
opportunities for constituents to 
become personally involved in that 
process. I bet the Brea Small Busi¬ 
ness Coalition was aware of this 


when it became embroiled with a 
non-communicative , government 
panel — the Redevelopment Agen¬ 
cy, which is nothing more than a 
second manipulative hat worn by 
members of the City Council. 


On March 2, 1993, residents in a 
21-acre unincorporated area of 
East Orange will decide whether 
they want to be annexed by the city 
of Orange. Why anyone would want 
to add another layer of govern¬ 
ment on their shoulders escapes 
me.

Rather than set about to con¬ 
trol pricing on the cable TV in¬ 
dustry Congress would have 
done us more of a favor by 
opening the cable market to 
the competitiveness of the free 
market. Cities should have 
been told to take their fran¬ 
chise contracts and shove 
them. 

As for trash collection, the 
consumers of our area cities 
have seen a tremendous jump 
in the cost of trash services 
provided under franchise pro¬ 
tection. 

Consumers have no choice 
with whom they can deal If 
they had a choice the costs of 
purchasing services would not 
be politically controlled, but 
determined in a competitive 
market. 

Prices in a market of free 
exchanges of commodities are 
more apt to be lower than 
those encumbered by political 
patronage. 

The capitalistic theory of 
supply and demand determin¬ 
ing prices comes into play 
here. The more providers of a 
commodity there are. the 
more likely the price of that 
commodity will be held down. 
Government doesn't offer its 
citizens a choice. The result ? 
More picking away at the citi¬ 
zens’ wallets. 


Trash collection in North Or¬ 
ange County is a government- 
controlled franchised market 
Cable television providers are 
also under franchise contract 
with government Only one 
provider of trash collection 
and cable television service isn 
permitted within each political 
boundary. There are some ex¬ 
ceptions, such as in Anaheim 
where cable TV is provided by 
two firms, but they are rele¬ 
gated to their own market sec¬ 
tors of the city. 

What is the one negative re¬ 
sult of this government-created 
monopoly? Outside of taxes, 
nothing assaults our pocket- 
books more than government- 
franchised services. Anything 
that monopolizes, cannot be 
competitive. Something offered 
in a non-competititive market 
comes at artificially high cost. 

Congress recently passed a 
cable TV reform bill in an ef¬ 
fort to hold down costs to cable 
consumers. It did so amid 
campaign rhetoric that the bill 
would raise cable costs. Most 
of the rhetoric came from the 
cable companies who wanted 
the bill defeated. The cable 
providers simply did not want 
political '-ontrols placed on 
their industry. Indeed, govern¬ 
ment-control of an industry is 
not needed.

“frankly (those) only deal with a 
large, uncontrollable situation af¬ 
ter the fact,” Goehrtng said. “1 
think it’s in the public’s interest 
that one officer spend 10 minutes 
on a situation before it amounts to 
a large public nuisance, than send¬ 
ing 10 officers afterward and risk 
injuries.” 

Orange police Lt. Trey Sirks said 
if outlawing flier parties is a suc¬ 
cessful tool in curbing violence, 
noise and parking problems, his 
department would use it. But, for 
now, the ABC, municipal and penal 
code ordinances are getting the job 
done. 

"There are many ways to deal 
with these parties,” Sirks said. 
"The (no flier party) ordinance is 
just another tool to use, especially 
for a city that’s having more prob¬ 
lems." 

Most cities already have an ordi¬ 
nance that requires the host of a 
party to pay costs for second and 
any subsequent police response. 

Janet Cater, executive director 
of Mothers Against Drunk Driv¬ 
ing’s Orange County chapter said, 
she hopes that ordinances banning 
flier parties will be uniformly 
adopted. 

"Typically what happens when 
you have a proactive approach like 
this is that a lot of cities will watch 
and see if it works well and then 
they will adopt it,” she said. 

Two of the four Orange County 
killings at flier parties since 1990 
have occurred in Fullerton, a city 
with five colleges. 

Goehring said with the new ordi¬ 
nance police can warn those who 
intend to give parties before they 
happen. 

Additionally, an initial attempt 
to limit a gathering is unconstitu¬ 
tional, but with the new law police 
can maneuver around any First 
Amendment problems encoun¬ 
tered, Goehring said. 

"You can regulate time, place 
and manner,” he said. “Early ef¬ 
forts simply didn’t have the right 
effect." 

Not so in their cities, some police 
chiefs say. 

Just in the past year officers 
have managed to stop more than 30 
parties from happening by talking 
to parents about them in advance, 
La Habra Police Chief Steve Stave- 
ly said. 

"We spend a lot of time discuss¬ 
ing what flier parties are,” he said. 
"Parents want to have nothing to 
do with them after that." 

Stavely said a close relationship 
with schools helps police learn 
about the parties and act quickly. 


More Orange County police de¬ 
partments are eyeing a ban on flier 
parties, which have been the scene 
of four deaths since 1990 after Ful¬ 
lerton recently instituted such a 
ban. 

The Fullerton City Council unan¬ 
imously approved a ban on gather¬ 
ings that are advertised by hand¬ 
bills and at which admission is 
charged. The ban could become ef¬ 
fective as early as Nov. 20, if it is 
approved by council members af¬ 
ter its second reading. 

A similar law was adopted in 
Brea in August giving police the 
power to issue misdemeanor cita¬ 
tions to hosts of such parties. Ful¬ 
lerton's proposal calls for a fine of 
as much as $1,000 or six months in 
jail for throwing a flier party in a 
residential area. 

"This allows us to take some ac¬ 
tion" Fullerton Police Chief Philip 
Goehring said. "The existing laws 
did not allow us to do that." 

Placentia resident Jodi Stout- 
Ward, whose 23-year-old son was 
killed at a Yorba Linda flier party 
in Dec. 1990, said she believes they 
should be banned statewide. 

At the parties, unsupervised 
young people open their doors "for 
a dollar to three dollars to thieves, 
murderers and gang members,” 
she said. “You bring people into 
your home and you don’t even 
know who they are.” 

Stout-Ward pleaded for passage 
of the law before the Fullerton City 
Council and said she plans to take 
her message to other cities. 

"I'm out to share my experience 
and any information. I have to en¬ 
lighten young people and parents 
about the dangers involved,” she 
said. 

Goehring, who also is president 
of the Orange County Chiefs of Po¬ 
lice and Sheriff's Assn., said the 
ordinance has been discussed at 
the organization’s meeting. 

“I wouldn't doubt that within a 
few weeks other Orange County 
staffs may follow suit," he said. 

But while some officials are con¬ 
vinced that a ban is a proactive 
approach to deterring violence 
that has flared at these parties, 
others say existing laws are suffi¬ 
cient to handle the problem, at 
least in their cities. Flier parties 
are popular among young people 
who use the notices to draw a large 
crowd and sometimes charge ad 
mission to cover the cost of the 
event. 

While many of the violations the 
new law seeks to curb already are 
part of another city or Alcoholic

Crafty people see big returns on investments

I t's brought Rita Powers the 
sweet smell of success. Nancy 
Carlberg used it to learn she's 
a distant cousin of First Lady 
Barbara Bush. Nancy Johnson 
discovered new dimensions for 
whimsical talent. 

And they all agree: hooray for 
hobbies. 

Americans may spend uncount¬ 
ed millions on hobbies every day 
of the year, but more and more 
investors are yielding a return. 

Powers, who started making 
candy in her Anaheim Hills home 
11 years ago, hopes to top $50,000 
in gross sales by December. 

Anaheim's Carlberg turned ge¬ 
nealogical ventures into 18 how-to 
books that are sold in stores and 
mail-order catalogs. 

Johnson, the newest profit- 
minded hobbyist among the trio, 
modified an art festival product 
and came up with a winning car¬ 
toon doll. 

The women's enthusiasm is in 


deference to a recent survey in 
Personal Finance Magazine that 
determined between 1965 and 
1985, the time men spent on hob¬ 
bies increased from 1.4 to 1.9 
hours per week while women's 
devotion to hohhies dropped from 
2.8 to 2.6 hours per week. 

In addition, the report indicated 
about 75 percent of U.S. house¬ 
holds have at least one hobbyist, 
with needlework listed as the 
most popular craft. 

Running between a City of 
Commerce candy kitchen where 
she rents time and her home- 
base, Powers' tasty craft evolved 
when she took friends' sugges¬ 
tions to sell her English toffee. 

Powers' mother had borrowed 
the recipe from a Glendale cross¬ 
ing guard to share with her fam¬ 
ily. "After I got married, I took 
over the task. A girlfriend sug¬ 
gested I start selling it at bou¬ 
tiques. My first time out, I sold 
out in two hours." 

"Simply Delicious" went into 
production 11 years ago, with 
Powers’ family helping package 
and label the sweets. Gradually, 
her children's 4-H friends were 
called in to help sell at bazaars. 


"Business-wise, it was quite 
simple until candy became tax¬ 
able. Now I have to deal with the 
Franchise Tax Board and all 
those forms," she said. 

Nancy Johnson of Placentia 
contacted the Small Business Ad¬ 
ministration for help in research¬ 
ing potential competitors and set¬ 
ting up ledgers. Three months 
later, with resale license in hand 
from the Board of Equalization, 
Johnson was ready to set up shop 
in craft shows. 

"Those Dolls," Johnson's ce¬ 
ramic cartoon figures with wheat- 
stuffed bodies, have drawn wide 
interest in the boutique world. 

And although a form of muscu¬ 
lar dystrophy tires her quickly, 
Johnson said she can produce 
five dolls per week. 

Nancy Carlberg's brother, also 
afflicted with muscular dystro¬ 
phy, drew her into the genealogy 
game 30 years ago. “Family 
members wanted to know if the 
disease showed up in the family 
tree," the Anaheim woman said. 
"Luckily, it didn't." 

The quick research spurred 
Carlberg to explore more ances¬ 
tral lines. She discovered two an¬ 


cestors convicted of witchcraft 
pleaded guilty so they could sur¬ 
vive. Another was a mother of 
seven who was hung for belong¬ 
ing to the Quaker religion in 1660. 

In time, the librarian worked in 
a genealogical center in Salt Lake 
City and set up The Carlberg 
Press to publish how-to genealogi¬ 
cal books. Carlberg's father, Rob¬ 
ert, also published the genealogi¬ 
cal chart for the pet rock, tracing 
lines to Plymouth Rock and the 
in-law, pet stone, to the Blarney 
Stone. 

"At one time, Alex Haley used 
my services to trace Johnny Car¬ 
son’s lineage. 1 found Judge Sam 
Hardy, one of his distant rela¬ 
tives, insisted married couples 
promise they would never get a 
divorce," Carlberg said. 

Last month, the Hispanic 
American Association ordered a 
copy of the First Lady’s geneao- 
logy in three days. "After tracing 
eight generations, I was amazed 
to find she and 1 were related 
through a German line." 

Carlberg said many profit-mak¬ 
ing hobbyists discover reasons to 
travel. Ultimately, many adven¬ 
tures prove learning-lucrative.

It all starts out simple enough. 

“Hey, anyone got a quarter out 
there?” bassist Tim Sexton yells. 

A young man approaches the 
stage and places a 25-cent piece in 
a 3-foot-by-4-foot black box. Gui¬ 
tarist A1 Mendoza, drummer Rick 
Sellers and Sexton patiently wait. 

All that lies in the middle of the 
stage is the black box with the 
band’s name Smash Palace 
stamped all over it. 

As the quarter is placed in the 
box, it slowly creaks open. 

Similar to a surreal movie, sing¬ 
er Corky, the New Age Man, 
crawled out of the box and grabbed 
the microphone as Smash Palace 
energetically began its 45-minute 
set at the Fullerton Hofbrau last 
weekend. 

The Orange County-based band 
cranked out a powerful, obviously 
punk-influenced set Saturday night 
that not only was stimulating to 
listen to but also entertained the 
crowd. 

With Corky wearing a painted 
face similar to a mime, he mir¬ 
rored a puppet in looks and behav¬ 
ior. 

Smash Palace began playing to¬ 
gether about three years ago. 
Since that time, the band has 
evolved into a tight-sounding four¬ 
some. 

Musical influences such as the 
Sex Pistols as well as heavy metal 
masters Metallica are obvious. 

“You can't put a label on it,” 
Sexton said of the music. “You 
have to have the groove. If it 
doesn't have the groove, you can’t 
have a beat.” 

And groove is what emerges 
when the band is on stage. With its 
powerful presence not to mention 
musical mastery, Smash Palace is 
a band waiting to happen upon a 
record company. 

"People think it’s all a surprise, 
but it’s not,” Sexton said. “Other 
bands try to hide things. These 
days, a lot of rock n’ roll is synthet¬ 
ic. When I go to Hollywood, i see 
the same old thing, but we’re try¬ 
ing to put a message across." 

That message is a very directed 
one: Smash Palace isn’t your run 
of the mill band. 

Songs such as “Free Freedom” 
and “Temptation” explore world 
issues while “My World” is a song¬ 
writer’s journey to stardom which 
closely resembles the birthing pro¬ 
cess. 

The presence of New Age Man 
overwhelmingly draws in the audi¬ 
ence. 

“He’s more or less a concept," 
Sexton said. “You can make it into 
anything you want. I put my heart 
and soul in this.’’ 

Smash Palace has steadily been 
playing the Orange County circuit 
for about lVi years. Sexton said the 
band has played at various venues 
such as Jezebel’s in Anaheim,

If you think you have to travel to 
the Great White Way to see a Tony 
Award winner at work, think 
again You can see just such a per¬ 
former right here in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Actress Judy Kaye, who made 
her professional debut in the Melo¬ 
dyland production of "Half A Six¬ 
pence," more than 20 years ago, is 
currently reprising her Tony 
Award-winning role of Carlotta in 
Andrew Lloyd Webber's "The 
Phantom of the Opera,” at the Ah- 
manson Theater in Los Angeles. 

Kaye debuted at Anaheim's Me¬ 
lodyland — when it was a play¬ 
house, not a religious revival tent 

— as understudy to actress and for¬ 
mer Miss America, Maryann Mob¬ 
ley 

Kaye then stuck around for the 
rest of the season to play in "South 
Pacific" and Camelot. 

She was also part of the cast that 
opened UC Irvine's Barclay The¬ 
ater — playing in a musical revue 
with Gene Barry, Donna McKech- 
me and Michael McGuire — and 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the Claremont College drama se¬ 
ries. 

In the wildly popular "Phan¬ 
tom,” slated to premier in Orange 
County early next year, Kaye 
plays Carlotta. the opera's temper¬ 
amental and egotistical diva des¬ 
tined to be replaced by Christine 
Daae, the object of the Phantom’s 
love. 

In the play, Carlotta does not not 
accept the change of status grace¬ 
fully, nor does she go quietly. 

But the pleasant and likeable 
Judy Kaye is quite different from 
the jealous, spurned character that 
she portrays. 

Having performed in just about 
everything from "La Traviata" to 
“Grease,” Kaye brings a wealth of 
experience to her performance. 
Though she was trained in the op¬ 
era, Kaye considers herself an ac¬ 
tress first. 

Kaye believes she can attribute 
her Tony Award-winning success 
to the fact that she was given a 
great deal of freedom to interpret 
Carlotta in the manner that she 
saw her. 

“I started — as all actresses do 

— from absolute ground-zero," 
Kaye said recently. “(But) I made 
my own decisions about who this 
lady is." 

With her opera background, 
Kaye said she based her character 
on a "sort of an amalgamation of 
people I have known.” 

She describes the female opera 
stars of that time period as being 
bigger-than-life ladies who “wore 
their stardom in a queenly way." 

"It is, therefore, a great, great 
tragedy in her life when her whole 
position in the world is being chal¬ 
lenged,” Kaye said 

Kaye performed in “The Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera” for a entire year 


on Broadway, then returned to the 
role in Los Angeles in late summer. 

She admits some difficulty in 
coming back to the role 
“(But) once I got up on my feet, I 
started slipping back in to this per¬ 
son’s skin again,” she said. 

Kaye promises keeping her per¬ 
formances fresh and interesting is 
no small feat. 


The actress did not hesitate 
when asked to explain the popular¬ 
ity of "The Phantom of the Op¬ 
era:” 

“There’s such a mystique about 
the show,” she said. “It’s the ro¬ 
mance of it and the empathy the 
audience has for this character. 
I’ve never seen anything like. It's 
wonderful.”

Huber just wants to play water polo for fun

W henever a woman at¬ 
tempts to compete in a 
"men-only" sport, it al¬ 
ways seems the first rule-of-thumb 
for the men is to do whatever it 
takes to make the effort as difficult 
as possible. 

Lori Huber remembers the first

freshman year, however, the plan 
was put on hold.

Councils should practice what they preach 


There are few industries — if any 
as highly regulated as real estate. 
Agents, brokers, managers and escrow 
officers are forced to update procedures 
frequently due to changing rules and 
regulations imposed by the California 
Department of Real Estate. 

As if state mandated rules aren't 
enough, local governments frequently 
impose their own rules on our business 
The recent Los Angeles transfer tax in¬ 
crease is only one example. 

One of the issues of local interest to 
home sellers and real estate profession¬ 
als regards the use of open house signs 
Open house signs are critical to the suc¬ 
cess of open houses It makes sense that 
unless a real estate agent or broker can 
use signs to promote an open house to 
drive-by traffic, he or she won't have 
much reason to include open houses in 
an effective marketing plan. 

As is usually the case, excesses of the 
past have resulted in local city regula¬ 
tions that substantially restrict the cur¬ 
rent use of open house signs In the dra¬ 
matically different housing market of 
198" and 1988, real estate agents and 
brokers flooded their local intersections 
w ith open house signs. There are often 
as many as four or five competing open 
house signs, each pointing in the same 
direction. The result was a weekend 
eyesore. Local residents complained 
that signs at major intersections made 


direction In this way, the only signs 
competing for a driver's attention would 
be those pointing in different ways The 
result of this rule has been a substantial 
reduction in open house sign clutter. 

There are a few other standard rules, 
too. Signs are not allowed on median 
strips, and additional attention-getting 
devices such as flags or balloons are 
prohibited. This is not to say that sign 
rules are followed by all agents and bro¬ 
kers. In fact, depending on the local 
city's enforcement, the rules are often 
ignored Yorba Linda is the city most 
notorious for its enforcement of its sign 
ordinance. The city is rumored to main¬ 
tain a "graveyard" of trespassing signs 
confiscated by city personnel. Isn't it 
ironic then, that candidates for city 
council are the worst offenders of the 
“spirit" of city imposed real estate sign 
ordinances? 

If the city council’s intent really is to 
rid the communities of unsightly clutter, 
perhaps they should practice what they 
preach. Every city in Orange County is 
currently hidden from view by hundreds 
and thousands of candidate signs. 

And there are complaints. Signs fre¬ 
quently appear on private property 
Some candidates place their signs di¬ 
rectly over the strategically located 
signs of competitors. And neighborhood 
residents — fed up with the view fre¬ 


quently voice their concerns to elected 
officials 

And what comes of those concerns? 
We see the result today. No city council 
is going to vote to impose harsh regula¬ 
tions which may impede their ability to 
get reelected. Even worse, signs of los¬ 
ing candidates often remain posted for 
months until weathered to the ground. 

The average resident prefers to see a 
relative few open house signs on week¬ 
ends to the current dearth of candidate 
signs With this column, I am making a 
public request that city councils clean 
up their own houses before telling us 
how to sell ours. 

If you agree, write or call your local 
city concilmembers and voice your con¬ 
cerns. If you prefer, you may clip this 
column, highlight the above paragraph 
for emphasis, and mail it to a council- 
member of your choice.

Today’s real estate-related sign ordi¬ 
nances vary by city, but not much. Most 
allow open house signs only during spe¬ 
cific hours on weekend days and holi¬ 
days, and during the few hours of the 
regularly scheduled weekday broker 
caravan. 

Every local city limits the number of 
open house signs to only one per direc¬ 
tion. The rules suggest that an agent or 
broker must rely on a competitor's sign 
to direct open house traffic until he or 
she wishes to lead the traffic in a new

Johnson, who became president after the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln, was 
impeached by the Hosue of Representa¬ 
tives for abusing his executive powers 
and was tried in the Senate. Johnson was 
found not guilty by one vote.
